Board of Health Report. 


The Board of Health present their annual report. ‘The con- 
tagious diseases have been as follows: Measles one case, ty- 
phoid fever four cases, membranous croup one case, diphtheria 
two cases ; placarded the house, analyzed the water supply and 
examined the surroundings of the house. Analysis of the wat- 
er proved three cases of typhoid fever to be caused. by sewer- 
age from barn and sink drain into the wells. One case caused 
by inhaling gas from an old unused well near sink drain ; order- 
ed disinfectants used to prevent contagion. ‘To protect the 
family a sample of well water was sent to the state chemist for 
analysis. The analysis proved the water unsafe to use for 
drinking purposes. ‘Two deaths from typhoid fever and one 
from membranous croup. On notification of diphtheria the 
house was placarded and disinfectants used to prevent contag- 
ion. Antitoxine used in one case. All cases recovered. Cause 
not known. Fumigated the house after notice of the abate- 
ment of the disease. We enforced the law in all cases to best 
of our ability. Death rate unusually large. Many were elder- 
ly people subject to some chronic disease.
